NORTHWEST ASSEMBLY. 
REGINA, August Sth. 


A petition was presented by Mr. Lincham 
from the Trust Company of Canada. 

Mr. Lineham moved the first reading of a 
bill to amend the fence ordinance by pro- 
vaaing. that south of township 30, a wire 
fence might have 50 feet between pests in- 
ste xd of $5, with seven droppers 

Haultai n’s bill toamend the law respect 
ing slander was read a secondtime. He 
explained that a broad distinction was 
drawn in law between written and spoken 
slander. In the case of a written slander 
no actual damages need be shown by the 
complainant in order to secure a verdict. 
But in the case of merely spoken slander 
actual damage must be shown. It would 
be generally “agreed that in the case dealt 
with by the bill, namely slander on the 
reputation of a woman, it should not be 
necessary to prove actual damages in order 
to secure the punishment of the slanderer. 
This was the object of the bill, and the only 
provisions it contained. Second reading 
agreed to. 

The bill to provide that the registration 
of chattel mortgages need only be renewed 
every two years instead of every year as at 
present was considered in committee, of the 
whole. 

Oliver asked an explanation of the reasons 
for the change. 

Haultain replied that it was proposed 
with a view to greater convenience; that no 
important principle was involved and that 
the present term of one year was exception- 
ally short being from two to five years in 
other provinces and countries. 

Oliver said he did not question the great- 
er convenience of the proposed change to 
mortgages, but registration was not required 
for their benefit or protection but for that 
of the public. If the introducer of the bill 
had examined the matter carefully and 
could assure the house that the public 
interest would not suffer by the change 
made for the convenience of mortgagees he 
would make no objection to the bill going 
out of committee 

Mr. Haultain asked that the bill remain 
in committee. 

The bill to amend the brand ordinance» 
by abolishing the brand committee as hav- 
ing become unnecessary was considered and 
allowed to remain in committee. 

Tuvrspay, August 9th- 

Oliyer presented petitions asking for pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffie from Moose 
Jaw and Wolseley councils of the Royal 
Templars of Temperance. 

Insinger asked the executive committee

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an metas <4 ee E RUSSIAN THISTLE. 


The Russian thistle has made its appear- 
ance in Manitoba where it was probably 
brought in by threshing machines from 
Dakota. In some parts “of South Dakota 
it has become so great a pest as to drive 
men off their farms. Mr. Gross and other 
late settlers from South Dakota say that 
reports as to its destructiveness are not all 
exagerated. The Russian thistle is not like 
the Scotch or Canadian thistle and in its 
young state does not suggest to the farmer 
anything of its final form and harmfulness. 
It is then a soft smooth innocent looking 
| plant with narrow fleshy leaves an_ inch 
long which sheep will eat readily. Well- 
grown specimens are from two to three feet 
in diameter, but where crowded together 
they may be much less. Each twig and 
branch is covered on all sides by hard, stout 
prickles, which are very sharp and very 
irritating to the touch. The prickles are in 
threes, that is, there are three together ina 
place ‘and pointing in different directions. 
At the upper side of the base of each three 
prickles there is a seed, and es there are 
about fen of these to each inch it is easily 
seen that the seeds produced by every well- 
grown plant must reach a great many thou- 
sands. The plant is almost spherical in 
shape and when ripe, a heavy windstorm 
draws the root out of the ground and the 
whole plant bounds over the prairie as fast 
as the wind can carry it, dropping its seeds 
wherever it goes. Itis armed with spines 
quite as sharp and much stronger than those 
of the common thistle. Because of these it is 
difficult to drive horses through a field 
where the plants are abundant. In some 
sections the farmers find it necessary to bind 
leather about the horses’ legs while at work. 
Horses running in the pasture are often in- 
jured by having the skin on their legs badly 
lacerated, The spines breaking off under 
the skin cause festering sores. Hunters find 
difficulty in getting their dogs to work well 
for prairie chickens in the stubble, and the 
dogs are somtimes injured by the sharp 
spines. Threshers find it almost impossible 
to get gloves thick enongh to keep the 
spines out of their fingers, “yet thin enough 
to work with. 

Tur Northwest Legislative Assembly are 
bringing in a bill to prevent nexicus weeds 
and this dreaded pest will be dealt with. 
Agricultural societies are recommended to 
acquaint their members with a knowledge 
of the plant by having specimens (in glass 
cases) for observation. The Manitoba 
government is taking radical steps to dis- 
lodge the pest.

Smith’s report on the new post office for 
Portage ia Prairie, which he sent down 
recently.—Free Press. 

Some boys playing near the old Fort 
Garry gate, Winnipeg, recently, unearthed 
atin box about a foot square containing 
leaden bullets about the size of good sized 
marbles. They were in as good condition in 
every Way as on the day when they were 
hid away, being clean and bright as black 
lead. Unfortunately the boys emptied out 
the bullets intoa pail and threw the box 
away. Search is however, being made for 
it, and it together with a number of the 
bullets will be placed in the hands of the 
Historical Society. It is supposed to bea 
relic of the struggle between the Northwest 
trading company and the Hudson Bay 
company.

The pipe in itself is of unpretentious ap- 
pearance, although on close examination it 
shows no mean skillin carving. The stag’s 
head in the centre with a hound on each 
side conveys the idea ever uppermost in the 
mind of the noble red man. His great 
earthly glory from time immemorial has 
been hunting, and his hope in the future is 
to he blessed with a happy hunting ground 
over which he can roam at will. Hence the 
suggesting of the symbol on the pipe, which 
is said to have been highly prized by Riel 
on account of the associations connected 
with the presentation of the pipe to the ac- 
knowledge leader of the Northwest Indians. 
There is nothing of the ‘‘ calumet of peace ” 
about this pipe, for it was presented to Riel 
(so the story goes) as a pledge of fidelity on 
the part ofa tribe of Indians to fight for 
him to the death. This probably accounts 
for the importance Riel attached to the 


pipe.

FORT SASKATCHEWAN ALBERTA. 
The item in the “Buiierin” of the 13th 

inst., re the excitement in British Columbia 

over the building of the British Pacific Rail- 
way through the Saskatchewan valley via 
the Jasper Pass, brings back to the writer 
the following particulars in connection with 
it. If the Canadian Paciffe Railway had 
built through it instead of their present 
route via the kicking Horse Pass, they 
would have saved several hundred thousand 
dollars in construction and also maintain- 
ance. The greatest grade in the mountains 
being one per cent instead of four per cent. 
the distance would have been about 80 
miles longer, but on the other hand, owing 
to the great difference in the grade, they 
could have gained one day in time, and the 
same engine that handled a train over the 
prairie could go right through the mountains 
with its full load, instead of doing as at 
present, change to a larger engine to do so. 

The C. P. R. would have also had by this 
time, a splended local tratlic for a distance 
of at least 800 miles from the mountains, 
east, instead of doing next to nothing, 
locally, as far as freight is concerned, at 
present. It is not saying too much that 
the Territories would have also benefited to 
the extent of at least 50,000 of a population 
had the Saskatchewan valley route been 
chosen in 1882 instead of the present one. 

To ‘assist the Canadian Pacific Railway 
(and with a love which passeth all under- 
standing) to rectify the error made in 1882, 
the Dominion government have given it all 
the good vacant land in the Saskatchewan 
valley, so that the British Pacific Railway 
or any other road cannot be built without 
buying the right of way, and if they did 
buy the right of way, have no railway grant 
of land of its own along the traversed route. 
Never has there been a more outragous 
piece of legislative folly perpetrated by the 
Dominion House, and it is growing more 
apparent and galling every day. Our popu- 
lation is growing, we have every hope of 
hearing daily of the finding of petroleum 
in immense quantities, gold quartz of a 
valuable nature has also just been discover- 
ednear the eastern slope of the Jasper Pass. 
Mineralogists assure the writer that there 
is no doubt of other valuable minerals exist- 
ing in our district. No other portion of the 
Canadian Northwest has the same natural 
facilities for farming and ranching, and yet 
with all our advantages is there any province 
in the Dominion so unfortunately handicap- 
ped for future railway service? ‘‘ Allah” 
is great and so is the C. P. R. when so ably 
assisted.

Should this report be true, there is not much 
danger of natural gas exhansting itself, as 
the moist condition of the earth should 
always furnish the source of a continous sup- 
ply.

In April the decline in the immigration to 
Canada from Great Britain was 59 per cent. 
as compared with the month of 1893, and in 
May 60 per cent., soin June the decline 
was from 7,044 to 2,829, or 64 per cent. 
Thus, looking at the six months, we find 
that the departures from British ports to 
Canada numbered 12,846 as against 35,273 
in the first half of 1893, or a decline of 62 
per cent. No other country receiving 
European emigrants shows quite so large a 
decrease. In all, 96,377 emigrants left 
British ports during the past six months, 
and that represents a falling away ot 47 per 
cent. Of these 65,033 went to the United 
States, a decrease of 48 per cent. ; 4,376 to 
Australasia, a decrease of 11 per cent. ; 
7,789 to the Uape of Good Hope and Natal, 
an increase of 18 per cent.; and 6,335 to 
‘other places,” a decrease of 16 per cent. 
South Africa alone has secured more emi- 
grants than last year, a fact due to the 

attractions of the country opened up in the 
interior of the African continent. Austra- 
lasia comes next, with a decline of only 11 
per cent., and here again gold discoveries 
have no doubt had their influence; the 
United States is third, with a decline of 48 
per cent.; and Canada last, with a decline of 
§2 per cent. It is idle to shut one’s eyes to 
the significance of the figures.
